A JUDICIAL TALK 


Some one has said that the Supreme i 
Court is the b ulwark of our lib erties; | 
at any rate, we know that much de­ 
pends upon the personal character of 1 
our judges as well as upon their 
knowledge of law and clearness of 
vision. It is not every judge who 
possesses a judicial mind, and with­ 
out such a mind justice cannot pre- 
vail. 
Sometimes, 
however, 
a 
just 
judge, in rendering a decision in an 
intricate case, suffers from the unjust 
criticism of those who, having no 
knowledge of law, 
and b linded 
b y 
their own prejudices, are not comp­ 
etent to criticise. Yet the people as a 
whole are generally quick to see where 
an injustice has b een practiced, and i 
are specially alert in determining the 
character of a judge b y his enviro-' 
ment and association. The b est test 
of a candidate for a judicial position 
is his record, provided he has had 
an opportunity to make one. T hese1 
rem arks are simply preliminary to I 
the consideration of the claims of 
Judge M. C. Sloss for re-election to; 
■the Supreme Bench, and as a m atter j 
of enlightenm ent, we sub mit to our 
readers, these few facts which favor j 
Judge Sloss: 
FIRST: He does not seek the office;
